SHOTS I HATE TO HANDLE. 


By Sam Hardy, the International 
and Notts Forest Goaikeeper. 


I suppose I must have spent 
well over one thousand hours 
“hetween the sticks’’ during my 
football career. 

Remembering that a slip is al- 
ways possible, and that a goal 
“given away” through a eustodian 
allowing a simple effort to pass 
him counts just as surely as does 
an unstoppable “pile driver’’ sent 
in from a range of five yards, I 
might be excused for saying that 
I hate dealing with any kind of 
shot, and that I much prefer 
watching my own side bombard 
the fellow who is skipping about 
at the other end in his efforts to 
anticipate the direction from 
which the leather is coming to 
him. 

Players Who Puzzle Me. 

A goalkeeper, however, must 
be prepared to do his fair share 
of work, and there is an immense 
amount of personal satisfaction to 
be gained when you manage to 
foil the unkindly intentions of an 
opposing forward. 

When you are in form the job 
of goalkeeping makes you think 
that this is not such a bad old 
world after all. But when for- 
wards manage to pull out that ex- 
tra bit against you, and you feel 
a certain loss of self-confidence in 
dealing with difficult shots, you 
begin to wish that the ground 
would open and swallow you up. 

The forward of whom I am sus- 
picious, and the one I am always 


t 


of a ball control—and let me 
you he is rather a “rare bird” ou 
the football field these days. 

I can generally expect to make 
some sort of show against a shot 
when I have an indication wher¢ 
it is being aimed, but the player 
who can control a ball properly 
right up to the moment of mak- 
ing his final effort gives the goal 
keeper a very anxious time, be 
cause there is little chance of an= 
ticipating exactly when and where 
he is going to shoot. 

When the day is windy, high, 
slow, dropping shots are difficult 
to deal with, for there is always 
the’ possibility that the ball may 
swerve at the last moment, and 
then you have to hustle to prevent 
a score being registered against 
you. 
The goalkeeper who hopes to 
succeed must make a point of 
learning to work in a cramped 
space, for there are times when 
he will be badly crowded by¥ 
friends and foes alike. Then, if 
he has the ball, a quick and agile 
twist will be necessary if he is 
not to be bundled into the net 
with the leather. 

Kicking should be practised 
with the utmost care. Backs have 
plenty of work to do without tak- 
ing goal kicks, and I think that 
it is up te the man between the 
posts to take on this particular 
job. Always try to send the ball 
far enough forward for your own 
attackers to gather it while on 
the run. 

When you have a fast ground 
shot to deal with, do not be afraid 
of getting well down to it. And 
when you are in difficulties, do 
not be afraid of giving away 2 
corner—for it is only about one 
corner kick in a dozen that pro- 


duces @ goal 
aces a goal.
